New York, .lannar.v 24. — Through tlie passage of 
a regulation by tin- Department of .\griniltnre it will 
1 m' |a>ssible for brwders of fine liorses in the Fiiited 
States t<i draw niKm foreign bhaal lienwfortli for 
breeding purposes. This regulation was prepared 
late in Xovenilicr and has recent l.v gone into effect. 
For many years brwders in this countr.v were <'om- 
IK'lleii tii pay high duty when importing th<‘ thor- 
oughbred. There arc- several restrictions in this 
now regula,t1on. but they are of such a nattire that 
the objis ts most desired by the breeders of tl»orough- 
bivd animals will he more easily realized. 

The order jirovides that an.v animal imported b.v 
a citizen of this connlry nia.v 1 m> admitted free, 
^^■hether intcmbsl for breeding purjioses by tlie im- 
lairier or to 1 m* sold for such a pnriKisc.

Fort Johnson and Roaevalle fought it out in the 
third and Glass lamietl the Mackenzie gelding a 
winner by a nose. ITesumption was plunged on in 
llic two-year-old dash and won from Sidim, which 
started for the first time. Rain fell all afterooou 
ami the track was sloppy. 

Judge Hopper jiresided in the stand, having re- 
turned from Douglas, Ariz.. where he went to lie 
in attendance at the liedslde of a sick sister. Her 
condWiou was improved when he left.

terests at Sacramento yesterday wlieu at a caucus 
Ilf the Ucpnblicaii senators the Walker-Yonng anti- 
lK*tting bill was aniciidod to (irovide that it will iK>t 
go into effect until fifteen days after it has Iteca 
Iiasscd and signed liy the governor. Twenty-three 
senators attended the coiifcreiu-e. It is exiK*cteil 
that this will iicrmit of at least twenty more days 
of racing, 'rite racing interests were hoping for Ihc 
Insertion of a provision that tlie bill should not Ik*- 
eomc I'ffectlvc until sixty days after its passage and 
apiiroval. 

Itetter fcvling prevailed tmlay among the iKirsemen 
and others lntcis*stcd in racing when it wan learned 
tlwt an extension of fifteen days will be granted 
after the jmssage of tlie AVulker-Young bill before 
it becomes effective. It may lie that Governor John- 
son will not sign the hill until next week.

Hynes, working in co-operatiou with two special 
deputies of Sheriff Frank Barnet. C. H. AVilson and

Blum liad lK*cn recorded. Ernest Hoffman and John 
Lissak were arrcstisl after rci-orUiug the liets on a 
program in the pocket.
